Suspended jail 
sentence for man 
who caused a 
motorway crash 


A Porthcawl 

businessman who 
drove along the M4 
“as if he owned it” 
and caused a 
collision, has been 
jailed at Cardiff 
Crown Court for 
nine months, 
suspended for 18 
months. 

Anthony Jones, 51, of 
West Road, a man with 
no previous convictions, 
was found guilty of a 
charge of dangerous 
driving. 

The day before being 
sentenced, he was 
remanded in custody and 
broke down in tears 
when he was taken from 
the dock to the cells. 

Prosecutor Matthew 
Roberts said that, on 
May 29 last year, 
between junctions 35 
and 36, Jones cut up a 
car and shortly after.

another vehicle was 
forced to swerve after 
Jones tailgated it and 
that vehicle went into 
the outside lane and hit 
another vehicle. 

Jones claimed he was 
not responsible for what 
occurred, and said he 
himself had been forced 
to brake. 

His barrister, Kevin 
Seal, said “He is now a 
man without a good 
character and he accepts 
the verdict of the jury. 

“When he was 
remanded in custody, he 
was in a state of great 
shock and has learnt a 
salutory lesson. He now 
knows he was the 
architect of his own 
downfall.” 

Mr Seal said that if 
Jones lost his liberty, he 


would lose his job. 

“I have to say he has 
learnt a dramatic 
lesson.” 

The judge said that he 
had driven on the 
motorway as if he 
owned the road. 

“It was aggressive, 
bullying driving, which 
could have killed other 
drivers.” 

He said his inflated 


sense of himself could 
not face the action of 
another driver who had 
made a rude sign at him 
and he had decided to 
teach him a lesson. 

In addition, Jones was 
banned from driving for 
a year and ordered to 
take the extended test, 
carry out 250 hours 
unpaid work, pay costs 
of £2,800 and a victim 
surcharge of £ 100 . 

Said the judge: 
“Please don’t come 
back.”

call for inquiry 


T he startling 
severity of a 
recent 

independent review 
on standards of 
NHS care in 
Bridgend and 
Neatb Port Talbot 
is almost 
unimaginable. 

Not simply shocking, 
the evidence is horrific 
in the extreme. 

Contributing quotes 
from those involved 
include - “The hospital 
left my dad with the 
cloth and a bowl to wash 
himself’, “My mum had 
no medication or food or 
water for days”, “There 
were patients calling 
out... one lady said to 
me ‘I am in Hell’”. 

Communities across 
Wales will rightly 
question what led to 
these astonishing failings 
at Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board and all 
who have suffered 
deserve personal and 
unreserved apologies. 

This report is one of 
the worst we have seen 
in the last 15 years of a 
Labour-run Welsh NHS 
and the Eirst Minister 


should dedicate time to 
speak to all those caught 
up in the chaos. 

Each of the report’s 
recommendations must 
be implemented 
immediately and regular 
updates publicly 
provided. Still missing is 
a guarantee from Labour 
ministers that this is not 
happening elsewhere in 
Wales - or within other 
aspects of adult care. 

The report focused 
solely on care for the 
elderly and I believe that 
was far too narrow a 
focus. 

Welsh Conservatives 
have long called for a 
Keogh-style Wales-wide 
public inquiry into 
standards of NHS care. 
We believe this is the 
only way to restore 
confidence in the NHS, 
safeguard the service for 
future generations, and 
root out any remaining 
lapses in care.

THE Cat Adoption Centre in 
] Bryncethin says there is a 
lesson to be learned from the 
remarkable survival story of 
seven tiny kittens. 

Centre manager Sue Dobbs said: 
“These seven beautiful kittens were 
found at two weeks of age without 
their mum in a garden in Blaengarw. 

“The property’s owners were on 
holiday, and when they returned, their 
dog started barking in the garden. 
They went to investigate and found 
the kittens. They were brought into 
our care and had to be hand reared, 
which is a very difficult and time- 
consuming task. 

“Our kitten fosterer. Sue Emlyn- 
John, had to feed them every two 
hours through the day and night for 
the first two weeks. She has, 
however, done an amazing job and it’s 
a testimony to her dedication that all 
seven kittens survived. 

“Fortunately, on this occasion 
everything worked out well for the 
J kittens - but this isn’t always the case 
in this sort of situation. We advise 


people if they find kittens without 
mum to contact a rescue organisation 
before moving the kittens, as each 
situation is different. 

“On many occasions ,with correct 
handling of the situation, we have 
managed to bring mums and kittens 
into our care together, avoiding the 
need to hand rear kittens. 

“This story highlights the 
importance of neutering. To date this 
year we have already admitted 567 
unwanted cats and kittens into our 
care, with a further 170 cats on our 
waiting list in urgent need of our help. 

“These beautiful kittens should be 
available for adoption in the next 
couple of weeks.

Man (20) attacked 
former friend 
with rolling pin 


Armed with a wooden rolling 
pin, a man attacked a friend in 
his own home, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Samuel Dyer, 20, of Maes-yr-Ysgol, 
Kenfig Hill, was sent to a young 
offender institution for a total of 38 
weeks at Cardiff Crown Court. 

He had admitted causing Alex 
Jones, 20, actual bodily harm and he 
was also in breach of a suspended 
sentence for battery imposed by 
magistrates four days before the 
present attack. 

Prosecutor Ian Kolville said that the 
two men had been friends for many 
years. 

Without warning on April 29, Dyer 
went to his flat and, for no reason, took 
a wooden rolling pin from a sock and 
swung it at Mr Jones, hitting him on 
the right side of the head. 

Mr Jones fell to the floor and Dyer 
fled the flat. 

The injured man was later treated at 
the Princess of Wales hospital for a one 


inch gash. 

When arrested. Dyer said: “No 
comment”. Dyer was said to have 
previous convictions for 32 offences, 
some involving violence. 

His counsel, Byron Broadstock, 
said: “He is still young and 
immediately admitted what he had 
done. It was not a sustained attack.” 

He said there was a history between 
the two men, but it didn’t justify the 
incident and he had now lost a friend. 
Alcohol was a factor. 

Said Judge Huw Davies QC: “In the 
past there have been a distinct number 
of convictions for offences of violence, 
including racially aggravated battery 
and assault.” 

“The person you attacked was an 
old friend. You fell out earlier and it 
came to blows, and you equipped 
yourself with a weapon.” 

There had, said the judge, been a 
considerable degree of premeditation, 
and Dyer had held the conviction four 
days previously in contempt.

Pensioner targeted 
in £8,000 phone scam 


A BRIDGEND pensioner has 
spoken out about an elaborate 
courier scam that saw him lose 
£8,000 to a criminal gang. 

Gerwyn Taylor (78, received a call 
on March 24, at his home from a man 
claiming to be a detective sergeant in 
the Metropolitan Police, who claimed 
that the Metropolitan Police had two 
people in custody who had hacked 
into his bank account. 

A bank employee had allegedly 
given the criminals his account 
details. The caller told Gerwyn his 
money was safe, but warned him not 
to discuss the case with anyone else, 
as the police were planning to raid the 
bank. 

He gave him a telephone number to 
ring. Mr Taylor then spoke to a 
woman who said she was from the 
head office of his local bank. 

She told him to go to his bank and 
withdraw £8,000 and hand it to a 
courier for safe keeping. He took the 
money from his bank and wrapped it 
up. 

Two separate couriers came - the 
first one did not take the money, but 
the second one called at 7.30pm and 
took away his £8,000. 

The callers rang Gerwyn again and 
said he should now withdraw all of 
his cash, but by then he realised he 
had been scammed and he went and 
spoke to the bank. Luckily, the bank 
returned his money to him. 

South Wales Police are now 
investigating the case. 

Gerwyn said: “I felt terrible when I 
realised that I had been scammed. I’d 
lost almost all of my lifesavings. The 


callers even rang back the following 
day after they took my money and 
asked me for more cash, including my 
ISA. 

“The whole thing was very 
convincing and I never thought I’d get 
caught out. I felt really angry about 
what happened and I want other 
people to know about courier scams 
and how they work.” 

He later found out that on the very 
same day, nine other people in Wales 
had suffered a similar scam. 

The Age Cymru charity for older 
people is running a campaign - 
'scams and swindles' - calling for 
more protection to be introduced for 
older people from scams and rogue 
traders. 

Gerry Keighley from Age Cymru 
said: “Unfortunately, Gerwyn’s story 
is all too common. Age Cymru’s 
research shows that in Wales during 
2012/2013, there were almost 2,500 
scams reported to Trading Standards 
in Wales. 

“But the Office of Fair Trading 
estimates that only five per cent of 
scams are actually reported, so that 
means that as many as 50,000 scams 
could have been committed. 

“With older people losing an 
average of £1,200 each time they are 
scammed, action is clearly needed to 
tackle this menace. 

“This is why during Scams 
Awareness Month 2014 Age Cymru is 
repeating its call for Government 
action to tackle scams against older 
people.” 
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Suspended sentence 
for local car trader 


A CROOKED 
Barry second-hand 
car dealer who 
traded in dangerous 
and unroadworthy 
vehicles has been 
jailed for four 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court, the 
sentence suspended 
for two years. 

Matthew Burgin (41), 
who lives in Pencisely 
Rise, Cardiff, and 
currently deals in cars in 
the city, was also ordered 
to pay costs of £13,000 
and to pay compensation 
to a customer of £1,441 
and to carry out 250 
hours unpaid work. 

He admitted 10 
charges involving unfair 
trading regulations and 


seven involving general 
product safety. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins QC said the 
offences were “wide 
ranging and concerning”. 

He added; “A motor 
vehicle is the second 
most expensive thing 
anyone of us buys. We 
trust those from whom 
we buy them and believe 
they are roadworthy and 
not dangerous.” 

Prosecutor Lee 

Reynolds said that 
Burgin traded as Dock 
View Cars in Barry when 
two complaints were 
made to the Vale Council 
Trading Standards. 

A woman indicated 
she had bought a Ford Ka 
for £900 and became 
concerned about the 
noise it was making

when she drove to her 
home in the Midlands. 

It was discovered that 
the exhaust system was 
corroded and would cost 
£324 to replace. The 
vehicle later failed an 
MoT test because of 
corrosion and 

mechanical defects. 

The vehicle was 
confirmed to be 
dangerous and after 
paying out £1,441, the 
customer scrapped the 
vehicle. 

Another customer 

bought an Audi from 
Burgin for £2,400. On 
the clock, were 9,800 
miles but when an 
attempt was made to sell 
the car, it was found to 
have travelled 300,000. 

The higher figure was 
not the responsibility of 
Burgin. 


Mr Reynolds said 
Trading Standards 
experts pounced on 
Burgin’s premises and 
found five dangerous 
vehicles and seven 
unroadworthy vehicles. 

He was interviewed 
and admitted the 
offences. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions for 
driving with excess 
alcohol and possessing 
cocaine and counterfeit 
currency. 

His barrister, Nicholas 
Gedge, said he was a 
devoted family man who 
demonstrated great 
candour and remorse. 

“Very rapidly, he put 
his house in order and 
acknowledges things had 
not been done right. He 
was operating at the 
lower end of the used car 
market. Margins were 
tight, and there was 
always hard bargaining,” 
he added. 


At the time, he had 
high overheads and 
sometimes in a bad 
month, would not make a 
profit. 

Unfortunately, said Mr 
Gedge, he put cars up for 
sale before they were 
ready and didn’t know if 
they were dangerous or 
unroadworthy. 

He should have made 
checks. Following the 
visit by Trading 
Standards, he rapidly put 
his house in order and he 
accepts his business was 
run in a slack way. 

“Mr Gedge added that 
the effect of him being 
investigated was serious. 

“Word got around fast 
and it took its toll. Trade 
and turnover went down, 
and last year he ceased 
trading in Barry.” 

He now trades in 
Cardiff on a much 
smaller scale, he added.

THIS year’s Ysgol Pencoed 
Eisteddfod was undoubtedly 
the closest and most fiercely 
competitive yet, with its four 
houses, Bran wen, Gwenllian, 
Llywelyn and Owain, battling 
for supremacy over two whole 
days of stage competition of the 
highest quality. 

The first day Lower School 
Eisteddfod saw all pupils proudly 
dressed in their house colours. 

The hall was decorated in house

First came Mrs Kelly Jones - head 
of Branwen Eagles, who entered with 
her house lit in bright yellow, followed 
by Mrs Shivaun McGuckin, head of 
the blue Gwenllian Sharks, then Mrs 
Gill Spicer, head of the green Owain 
Dragons and finally Mr Ian Poley, head 
of the red Llywelyn Lions. The 
atmosphere hit fever pitch. 

The morning competition saw an 
outstanding array of performances 
ranging from the traditional Welsh and 
English recitations, piano and 
instrumental solos to the more modern 
drama competitions. 

For the more sporting talented, there 
was the Brian Moore Challenge where 
a male and female from each house and 
year group were required to pass as 
many balls through a hole as they 
could in a minute. 

Without doubt, the highlight of the 
morning’s competition was an 
outstanding monologue written by 
Emma Powson of Owain house who 
recalled her wonderful holiday in 
Wales. It was maturely and sensitively 
written and every person in the hall 
had the opportunity to reflect upon the 
fact that we live in such a wonderful 
country. 

Lauren Woodward of Gwenllian 
house had the audience on their feet in 
the junior vocal solo competition with 
her rendition of ‘Bring Him Home’ 
from Les Miser able s. 

The morning ended with the 
traditional folk dancing competition in 
which all houses were represented. 
The winners were Llywelyn house. 

It was pleasing to see a total of 80 
pupils taking part in this competition, 
including most members of the year-7, 
8 and 9 rugby squads! 

The house choir competition was 
outstanding and it was in this 
competition that the year-5 pupils were 
invited to sing with their respective 


houses. Mrs Edwards, assistant head, 
had the unenviable task of judging this 
year. 

The year-5 pupils certainly made 
themselves heard! Each house 
performed ‘Calon Lan’ to great 
applause and respect from the other 
houses. This competition was won by 
Llywelyn. 

At the end of the first day the scores 
were as follows: Owain - 978 points; 
Branwen - 923; Llywelyn - 920; 
Gwenllian - 811. 

The second day saw the upper 
school competition, and it was just as 
fierce as day one. The senior vocal 
solo competition dominated the 
morning’s competition with over 10 
entries, the eventual winner being 
Charlotte Jones of Branwen House. 

There were also victories in the 
senior instrumental solo competition 
for Garys Rees of Owain and for 
Gwenllian house in the year-10 Welsh 
poetry competition. 

The main event of the eisteddfod 
was the chairing of the Bard and the 
special prize category. Stephanie 
Harris of Llywelyn was chaired as the 
eisteddfod bard, winning 50 house 
points.

The upper school eisteddfod results 
were as follows: Gwenllian - 268 
points; Branwen - 246; Llywelyn - 
236; Owain - 209. 

The final afternoon saw the senior 
house choir competition, where ‘Calon 
Lan’ again echoed beautifully around 
the hall. 

After a hilarious dance off between 
Matthew Davies of Llywelyn and 
Jamie Powell of Gwenllian, there was 
only one duty for Mr Owen of the 
Welsh department to carry out, to 
announce the eagerly awaited final 
scores. 

The final result of the 2014 Pencoed 
eisteddfod were: Owain - 1187 points; 
Branwen - 1169; Llywelyn - 1156; 
Gwenllian - 1079. 

House captain Emma Powson 
proudly lifted the Eisteddfod Trophy 
for Owain. The day ended with with 
year-13 joining Mr Owen on stage for 
‘Hen Wlad Fy Nhadau.’ As the anthem 
finished, the audience, each member 
proud to wear their house colour, left 
the hall with smiles on their faces. 

A year-5 pupil from Coychurch 
Primary commented: “I wish we were 
coming next year, not in two years 
time!” Another year-5 pupil from 
Llanharan Primary stated: “That was 
awesome, I can’t wait to come to 
Pencoed.” 

The school would like to thank all 
students for truly entering into the 
spirit of the event by showing respect 
and by wearing their house colours 
proudly. A huge thank you to the 
Welsh department. Miss Drakeford, 
Mrs Roberts, Mrs Sayer and Mr Owen 
for making the two days memorable 
and unique.

Hundreds attend funeral of 
popular Porthcawl landlord

THERE were 
hundreds of early 
morning mourners 
on the streets of 
Porthcawl last 
Saturday (May 24) 
for the funeral of 
Terry Griffiths - 
fondly known in 
the town by his 
nickname - 
‘Scruff’.. 

Starting from 
Queen’s Avenue, the 
horse-drawn hearse was 
followed by a large 
crowd - in casual 
clothes as requested by 
the family. 

The funeral cortege 
went up Station Hill, 
pausing in front of the 
Prince of Wales pub, 
where he had been the 
landlord. 

The cortege then 
passed along the Easter 
Promenade, and headed 
out of town to Lock’s 
Common, where the 
coffin was transferred 
to a hearse for the final 
journey to Coychurch 
Crematorium. 

Scruff’s life long 
friend, Philip Richards 
(again better known by 
his nickname - ‘Tat’), 
told The GEM: “Terry’s 
father was Lou 
Griffiths, an ambulance 
driver. 

“He became known 
as ‘Scruff’ in school 
because he would not 
conform to school 
uniform, in particular 
the tie. 

“He joined Garfield 
Richards Eng Co at 15 
as an apprentice 
plumber. The infamous 
threesome: Scruff, Tat 
and Winker worked in 
and around Porthcawl 
plumbing and heating. 

“Scruff went on to 
run the Jubilee Club

and latterly the Prince 
of Wales on Station 
Hill. More than 500 
people turned up at 
Coychurch 
Crematorium - 
testament to how 
popular a man he was. 

“Many people had no 
idea of his actual name! 

“His first wife, Rita 
sadly died young. He 
was a proud father and 
grandfather - a typical 
man from the post-war 
years brought up on the 
council estate and equal 
to any man! 

“Porthcawl is much 
the poorer with Scruff 
gone, but his spirit lives 
on in the town amongst 
his peers from the times 
and the estate”.

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MEMORIES OF A LOCAL MAN WHO 
WAS PIVOTAL IN WWII SURRENDER 


BARRIAN Derek 
Knee, who passed 
away on May 18, 
aged 91, was Field 
Marshall Bernard 
Montgomery’s 
interpreter at the 
German Surrender 
at Liineburg Heath 
in May 1945. 

In this extract from his 
new book Barry and the 
Second World War, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks pays 
tribute to him. 

Derek Knee, 22, was a 
staff captain at the 
headquarters of the 
British Second Army and 
was acting as a translator 
for the ceremony on 
Liineburg Heath, in 
north-west Germany, 
which marked the end of 
the Second World War in 
Europe. 

He was a student of 
French and German at 
Cambridge University 
who had, like so many 
others, become caught up 
in the conflict. A whole 
summer spent with a 
family in Germany had 
helped make him fluent 
in the language, but he 
was not fully prepared for 
the task handed down to 
him. 

“My commanding 
officer told me go down 
to Montgomery’s office. 
He didn't say what for but 
that was the nature of the 
Army, wasn’t it? You just 
did what you were told,” 
said the former 

intelligence officer. 

Mr Knee found 
himself in the middle of 
the woods at Luneburg 


Heath, the only person 
who could understand 
both the field marshal and 
the three-man German 
delegation. 

“The day started in 
complete confusion," he 
recalled. “We expected a 
group from German 
Army headquarters but 
when they arrived there 
were others who wanted 
to surrender Hamburg. 
They had to be separated 
out. 

“Montgomery was 
demanding an 

unconditional surrender 
and the German officers 
said they were not 
qualified to offer it. 

“It occupied all of the 
morning and when we 
arrived towards 

lunchtime, Montgomery 
said (to the Germans) 
‘We’re obviously not 
making any progress. 
You had better go and 
talk about this and I will 
give you lunch’. 

“Montgomery gave 
them a good lunch - a 
bottle of wine and even a 
glass of cognac each to 
make sure they were in a 
good mood when they 
came back”. 

After lunch, the peace 
talks moved inside to 
Montgomery’s 
impressive carpeted tent, 
complete with flowers on 
the table. 

With the aid of maps, 
the British officers 
impressed on the 
Germans the extent to 
which the Russians were 
also advancing on their 
forces from the east. 

“It was very gloomy. 
Some Germans were 



completely ignorant of 
the battle situation. One 
burst into tears when 
shown how far the 
Russians had reached. 

“I wouldn’t have been 
surprised if somebody 
committed suicide over 
lunch. But they just drank 
the wine which Monty 
provided. 

“They explained they 
did not have the authority 
to negotiate this 
unconditional surrender 
but if Montgomery 
insisted they would go 
back to their HQ and get 
permission from Doenitz, 
the new leader of the 
German people. Hitler 
having died days before.” 

At the end of the first 
day’s negotiations - May 
3 1945 - Captain Knee 
drove back to the 
outskirts of Hamburg 
with the German 
commanders who had 
returned to seek 
authorisation for an 
unconditional surrender 
from Admiral Doenitz, 


the titular head of the 
disintegrating Nazi 
regime after Hitler’s 
death. 

“They came back on 
the second day with an 
extra delegate and said 
that Doenitz had agreed. 
People were very 
reserved,” said Capt 
Knee. 

“We were standing up 
most of the time; Monty 
liked to have people 
standing up. The war 
correspondents had 
moved heaven and earth 
to get there.” 

At 6.30pm Admiral 
von Friedeburg initialled 
the paper. The all- 
important surrender 
document, the first of 
three around Europe, was 
eventually signed at 
18.30 BST on May 4, 
1945. 

Mr Knee added: 
“Montgomery had 
insisted on drawing up a 
second surrender 

document. He was very 
strict about it. The only 


thing was there was a 
mistake on it in the date, 
which he had to scribble 
out and correct”. 

A couple of weeks 
later, Mr Knee was one of 
the contingent who went 
to arrest Doenitz and the 
rest of the German 
government in Flensburg. 
He witnessed Friedeburg, 
one of the three who had 
signed the peace 
agreement, committing 
suicide with a cyanide 
pill. 

After the war, Mr 


Knee returned to 
Cambridge and, 

abandoning his languages 
degree, studied 

economics instead and 
went on with wife 
Margaret, whom he had 
met before the war in 
Barry, to travel widely 
advising the principal 
department stores in 
Europe. 

A copy of Dr Hicks’s 
book Barry and the 
Second World War will 
be presented to Barry 
Library in June.

Convoy recalls Vale role in 
Operation Overlord which 
changed course of history

ON Sunday, May 

18, a convoy of 15 
military vehicles 
arrived at Barry 
Island and parked 
up on the sea front 
(with permission!) 
overlooking the 
beach. 

Twelve jeeps, mostly 
with US Army 
markings, two U/i ton 
trucks and a despatch 
rider on a motorbike. 

The question, 
‘What’s occurrin’?’ was 
no doubt on the minds 
of those who had been 
quietly enjoying the 
glorious sunshine. 

The vehicles belong 
to members of the south 
Wales branch of the 
Military Vehicle Trust 
and they had come from 
Bridgend, Cwmbran, 
Tonypandy, Port Talbot, 
Swansea, as well as 
Barry and other parts of 
south Wales. 

Mr Ernie Williams of 
Port Talbot (secretary) 
had organised their 
convergence on the 
seaside town where 
Wayne Gill of Barry 
appropriately led the 
convoy. Their purpose 
was to mark a 


significant World War 
Two anniversary. 

Seventy years ago, in 
May 1944, the military 
build-up in the UK 
(including south Wales) 
for the invasion- 
liberation of France was 
completed. 

A few weeks later, 
over 42,000 United 
State Army soldiers 
sailed from the ports of 
the Bristol Channel for 
the beaches of 
Normandy. 

This small convoy 
was in honour of those 
men - and many others, 
British, French, 
Canadian, 

Commonwealth, who 
changed the course of 
history - for the better. 


After leaving Barry 
Island, the jeeps and the 
Jimmys headed for 
‘G.40’ - what used to 
be a large US Army 
supply depot on the 
outskirts of Barry (that’s 
another story). 

By May 1944, from 
Sedbury near Chepstow 
to Scurlage on the 
Gower peninsula 
hundreds of United 
States Army trucks and 
jeeps were on the move, 
as Operation Bolero, the 
build-up of Allied men 
and equipment for 
Operation Overlord, 
reached its high point. 

Over 42,000 
American troops were 
being moved into 25 
marshalling camps 


located across south 
Wales, in readiness for 
the imminent invasion 
of Nazi-occupied 
France. 

Another 8,000 US 
troops were supporting 
these combat units, as 
they made their last- 
minute preparations to 
go to war to liberate 
western Europe. 

In early June, they 
left the camps - on foot 
or in trucks or by train - 
for the docks at Barry, 
Newport, Cardiff and 
Swansea to embark on 
their transports, to sail 
in Liberty ships and 
troopships down the 
Bristol Channel, around 
Land’s End and up the 
English Channel, before 


turning to starboard for 
the Normandy landing 
beaches. 

From D-i-1 - June 7, 
1944 onwards, men of 
the 2nd Infantry 
Division 

(‘Indianheads’) and 
90th Infantry Division 
(‘Tough Hombres’) with 
supporting troops 
landed on Omaha Beach 
and Utah Beach, as part 
of the build-up force in 
Operation Overlord. 

Sunday’s convoy 
remembered and 
honoured the men of the 
First United States 
Army and of the Service 
of Supply, especially 
those stationed briefly 
in south Wales.

With less than a year 
to go until the general 
election, the result will 
be carefully examined 
by both the Tories and 
the Labour Party. 

The Vale is a marginal 
seat - the 

Conservatives’ Alun 
Cairns is the current MP 
and before him Labour’s 
John Smith was returned 


to Westminster. 

Local party strategists 
will be keen to work out 
what sort of effect Ukip 
may have on the general 
election to be held on 
May 7,2015. 

A Ukip victory in the 
Vale appears little more 
than a distant possibility, 
but if the party continues 
to pick up voters from 
the other parties, it could 
affect which candidate 
of the two major parties 
is returned. 

In Wales, Labour won 
the poll with 206,332 
votes, just ahead of 
Ukip on 201,983. The 
Conservatives, who won 
nationally in 2009, came 
third with 127,742 votes. 
Plaid Cymru polled 
111,864 votes, the 
Greens 33,275 and 
Liberal Democrats 
28,930.

Men, and pushed it 
even further with 
Z2, Bryan Singer left 
the franchise to 
tackle Superman, a 
move that proved to 
be unsuccessful. 

With the X franchise 
given a new lease of life 
thanks to prequel First 
Class, Singer returns to 
'X' world to tackle Days 
of Future Past, a film 
that brings together the 
casts of all the previous 
films for a truly epic 
story. 

Set in a future that has 
seen mutants wiped from 
the face of the earth by 
machines known as 
Sentinels, a small band 
still remain, led by 
Charles Xavier (Patrick 
Stewart) and Magneto 
(Ian McKellen); in order 
to try and rewrite 
history, and avoid the 
mutant genocide, a plan 
is hatched to send 
Wolverine (Hugh 
Jackman) back in time to 
bring the-then warring 
pair of Xavier and 
Magneto (played by 
James McAvoy and

and he responds with his 
best film (and the best 
X-film) since X2; 
narratively rich, it gives 
Singer the storyteller 
plenty to chew on and 
work with and Singer 
the action director 
several set pieces that 
are more than a match of 
what’s on offer 
elsewhere this summer. 

The story (adapted 
from the comic of the 
same name) may have 
been tweaked to make 
the journey from page to 
screen, but it works just 
as well. 


With the scriptwriters 
(one of whom was 
Vaughn) by and large 
bringing sharp 
characterization to the 
fore and laying the 
emphasis of the 
characters’ relationships 
with each other and their 
attitudes and beliefs, 
there is a strong sense of 
story here, not just an 
excuse to link a bunch of 
action sequences, and 
Singer, who excels with 
the right material, brings 
just the right touch. 

For a series that’s 
never been too 
concerned with 
maintaining an accurate 
timeline of events (Holes 
of Plots Past could have 
easily been another 
option for a sub-title), 
there is an attempt to try 
and tie things up; how 
successful they are with 
depends on your 
goodwill and tolerance 
for resolving outstanding 
plot points with 
convenience. 

Visually the film is 
superbly realized, 
whether it’s an opening 
sequence that attempts to 
raise X2’s White House 
opener, a stunning set- 
piece that highlights the 
character of

a climax that is 
incredibly well executed, 
with Singer using some 
neat little touches in 
between (Zapruder- 
esque footage of mutants 
in Paris for example) to 
give the film its own 
style. 

The use of 1970s 
cliches is thankfully 
underplayed, and while 
Singer gives the 1970s a 
little bit of fizz, his 
dystopian future is eerily 
realized, a triumph of 
mood and atmosphere, 
even if we don’t really 
see enough of it. 

In fact, that is the 
film’s main weakness; in 
cramming so much into 
what would normally be 
a lengthy 131 minutes, 
you feel an extra 20 
minutes may just give a 
little more breathing 
room for underused 
characters and some 
story strands. 

The performances are 
all strong, Jackman, 
although leading, having 
a more subdued 
involvement here, 
instead letting the 
younger element handle 
the heavy lifting. 

While James McAvoy 
is absolutely superb as a 
Xavier coming to terms 
with events of the 
previous film, all 
bitterness and 
ambivalence, and 
Jennifer Lawrence 
enjoys a beefed-up role 
benefiting her talents, 
both Nicholas Hoult and 
Michael Fassbender 
could have benefited 
from a little more 
substance and 
motivation. 

The latter’s character 
lacks the clarity and 
drive to really hit home, 
but Evan Peters’ 
Quicksilver very nearly 
steals the show in an 
extended cameo that 
hopefully will lead to 
more. 

Days of Future Past is 
something of a year zero 
for the franchise, a 
passing of the torch in a 
way from the old guard 
to the new, but the film 
excels in its own right, a 
blockbuster that delivers 
spectacle and marries it 
to an engaging storyline. 

VERDICT - Bryan 
Singer’s return to the 
director’s chair of the 
X franchise is a huge 
success, Days of Future 
Past a wonderful slice 
of nimmaking. A strong 
cast give quality, but 
the screenplay and 
Singer’s strengths as a 
storyteller mean that 
you’re engaged 
emotionally from the 
get go, and sets the 
series down intriguing 
new pathways. 
Excellent.

1 THINK I have 
to begin this 
month with 
another comment 
about the financial 
pressures that the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council is still 
facing, along with 
all the other 
councils 
throughout Wales. 

I indicated at the time 
of the budget that the 
austerity measures are 
going to continue and 
are going to hit services 
very hard. As I also 
indicated, as a Labour / 
Llantwit First Council, 
we have been taking a 
long term view of how 
services are provided 
and will continue to do 
so. 

Regrettably, it seems 
likely that next year we 
are going to have our 
Government support 
grants lowered again. 
We already know that 
we would see at least a 
1.6 per cent cut in our 
Government funding, 
but figures supplied to 
me this week indicate 
that the cut will be even 
greater and possibly as 


high as 4.5 per cent, 
which would be roughly 
the same as this year. 

It seems to me that 
‘the penny has still not 
dropped’ with our 
political opponents that 
such a reduction in 
funding is going to have 
a very serious effect on 
our ability to provide 
services to the people of 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

It is also apparent that 
despite my continued 
warnings, not all 
residents, some staff and 
our trade union 
colleagues seem to 
understand the 

difficulties we face. 

I am sorry to have to 
say this, but I have to 
again make it clear that 
in order to continue to 
provide the best services 
possible, we may have 
to change the way in 
which our services are 
delivered. 

This is why I have 
initiated a full review of 
staffing throughout the 
council, which has led 
on from the senior 
management changes 
that were implemented 
last year. 

We have since been 
looking at all levels of 


staffing and this will 
continue for all 
directorates. 

Coupled with that, we 
will be reviewing all 
service areas, including 
both the statutory 
services (the ones we are 
legally obliged to 
deliver) as well as the 
non-statutory services. 

This is why we began 
a review of library 
services. I have made it 
clear that we do not 
want to close any 
libraries, but we have to 
make sure they are as 
efficient as possible and, 
if necessary, collaborate 
with others to keep them 
open. 

We are currently 
consulting on options 
put forward, including 
reducing the hours the 
main libraries are open, 
as surveys have shown 
there was limited use by 
the public during certain 
hours of the day. 

It is also proposed 
that some libraries might 
be run with the help of 
volunteers, although still 
supported by a Vale 
Council librarian. 

Clearly, this has been 
contentious, but that 
model operates

elsewhere and, in the 
main, this refers to the 
smaller libraries that are 
only open for 10 or 11 
hours a week. 

I had hoped that there 
could be support from 
community groups or 
the community councils, 
but if the response is the 
same as it was for 
suggested collaboration 
with a mobile library, 
that may not be the case. 

Only Barry Town 
Council came forward to 
work with us on that 
occasion, but it’s not too 
late for others to come 
on board with that, too. 

As part of the review, 
we have also suggested 
investment of £250,000 


in Llantwit Major 
Library and £88,000 in 
Penarth Library. 

I should reiterate that 
despite these service 
reviews, education and 
social services are at the 
top of our priority list 
and will be protected as 
much as possible. 

I am pleased that our 
bids for capital grant aid 
from Welsh Government 
to extend Ysgol Gwaun 
Y Nant Welsh School 
into a two-form entry, as 
well as building a new 
Oakfield school on the 
same site, have been 
successful. 

This will continue our 
school building 

programme, meaning 


we will have much 
better school buildings 
that will be more 
efficient and, in the long 
term, save valuable 
resources. 

We are also planning 
to rebuild some schools 
in Llantwit Major and 
those proposals are still 
being considered despite 
the reaction from some 
quarters to this plan. 

I still believe the plan 
being considered is the 
right one for the schools 
involved and we will 
continue our dialogue on 
these proposals, as we 
are with improvements 
to other schools, such as 
Albert Primary School 
in Penarth and St Curig 
in Barry. 

I am happy to report 
that our collaborations 
with Barry Town 
Council are on-going 
and we have had 
discussions with them 
about a new mobile 
library service which we 
hope to have up and 
running from June. We 
are also collaborating 
with them on plans to 
develop Cemetery 
Approach in Barry as a 
memorial garden and 
open space.

Legend Tom Watson 
relishing his Welsh 
visit for Senior Open 


TOM WATSON, one of the all- 
time golfing greats, will achieve 
a lifelong ambition in July, 
when he sets foot on Welsh soil 
for the first time in the Senior 
Open Championship presented 
by Rolex at Royal Porthcawl. 

The 64-year-old US Ryder Cup 
captain had always hoped to find time 
to play the classic Welsh course during 
one of his many trips to Britain and 
Ireland around the time of The Open 
Championship, but never managed to 
make the first tee. 

However, with Wales hosting a 
Senior Major Championship for the 
first time from July 24-27, Watson will 
finally have the opportunity to sample 
Royal PorthcawTs majesty and the 
man with five Opens and three Senior 
Open titles to his name, remarked: 
“Now I can check Porthcawl off my 
‘bucket’ list!” 

Watson, whose love affair with links 
terrain is well documented, illustrated 
last weekend that he is still hugely 
competitive, as he closes in on his 65th 
birthday by chasing down Colin 
Montgomerie all the way to the 
finishing line in the US Senior PGA 
Championship. 

The five-time Open Champion, who 
finished runner-up to Montgomerie in 
Michigan, will be making a number of 
high profile visits to the UK later this 
year, with the Senior Open sandwiched 
in between The Open at Royal 
Liverpool and his responsibilities as 
US Ryder Cup captain at Gleneagles in

“Many a time I would travel over 
early to Ireland and other places in the 
UK to play courses I’d never seen 
before - especially links venues - 
ahead of The Open Championship. 
Sadly, I never had the chance to visit 
Royal Porthcawl although it was on 
my menu of courses to play for a long 
time. So to play in the Senior Open 
means I can now check it off my 
bucket list.” 

Watson added: “Thanks to the 
wonderful electronic age we live in. 
I’ve been able to trawl through the 
Royal Porthcawl website in detail, and 
I can see that this is a magnificent golf 
course and one which I just can’t wait 
to play.” 

Watson has also picked the brains of 
former Masters champion Ian 
Woosnam to understand a little bit 
more about the course and the country 
which will stage the 2014 
Championship in just under two 
months’ time. 

He added: “Naturally, I watched the 
last Ryder Cup in Wales and just 
remember it being a bit wet! However, 
I’ve heard a lot of great things about 
Wales and Royal Porthcawl from 
Woosie and I understand the terrain is 
beautiful and that the golf in general is 
excellent, not just at Royal Porthcawl 
but in other locations throughout the 
country. 

“Woosie said that it’s just a really, 
really great golf course and he 
predicted that I would love it. Prom the 
pictures I’ve seen on the website and 
looking at the hole-by hole stroke 
saver guide, I can get a sense that he 
will probably be right!” 

“I could see the lay out of the course 
and I noticed a lot of out of bounds on 
the left, so you had better not be 
hooking the ball come July!” 

The confirmation of Watson’s 
appearance in Wales underlines the 
quality of the field on view at the 
course in July, with both 2010 Ryder 
Cup captains Montgomerie and Corey 
Pavin also competing, along with 
Woosnam, past champions Pred 
Couples and Bernhard Langer, senior 
tour ‘rookie’ Miguel Angel Jimenez 
and 2013 title holder Mark Wiebe. 

Montgomerie arrives in Porthcawl 
having finally made his Major 
breakthrough in that duel with Watson 
in the US Senior PGA last week.

Wartime hero is honoured... 

70 YEARS LATER!

A CARDIFF 

airman has finally 
been honoured - 70 
years after he was 
killed in action 
during the Second 
World War. 

Flight sergeant George 
Arthur Saunders was 
shot down in his 
Lancaster bomber 
following a raid on 
Berlin on March 24, 
1944. His brother Ted, 
and nephew Phil 
Saunders, were joined by 
other family members 
and close friends at an 
emotional ceremony at 
614 Squadron, Ty 
Llewellyn in Cardiff, to 
receive a number of 
military medals in 
honour of his wartime 
service. 

George was returning 
from a night raid on 
Berlin when his 
Lancaster ND642 was 
shot down and crashed 
just north of the German 
town of Eilenburg. His 
crew mates were all from 
Wales, with the 
exception of Flight 
Engineer David Harris, 
who came from Essex. 

George was buried in 
the Berlin 1939-1945 
War Cemetery, where his 
nephew Phil has visited 
his grave and left a 
plaque in memory of his 
uncle. 

The family have now 
been presented with the 
1939-1945 Star Medal, 
the Air Crew Europe Star 
Medal and the War 
Medal by 614 
Squadron’s Commanding 
Officer, Wing 

Commander Phil Sagar. 


“We are honoured to be 
able to remember and 
recognise the service and 
sacrifice made by Elight 
Sergeant George 

Saunders, and to ensure 
that his family receive 
his service medals in his 
memory,” he said. 

George’s brother, Ted 
Saunders was also 
presented with a Bomber 
Command lapel pin in 
memory of George. 

Ted, accompanied by 
his wife and son, said: “It 
was a wonderful pleasure 
to be here. I am so 
proud. I will put the 
medals in a position of 
prominence somewhere 
at home.” 

George worked as a 
railway clerk before 
enlisting in the RAE on 
July 24, 1941. He was 
initially recommended 
for pilot training where 
he trained as a navigator 
before being promoted to 
flight sergeant. 

The pilot and George’s 
crew mate Alfryn Jen&ns 
from Penclawdd was the 
uncle of Welsh composer 
Karl Jenkins, who went 
on to compose a piece of 
music ‘Eor the fallen’ in 
memory of his viola 
playing uncle. 

The piece was played 
at the medal presentation 
ceremony at Ty 
Llewellyn, in memory of 
George, Alfryn and the 
rest of the crew. 

Squadron Leader Mat 
Best added: “Although 
this is a positive 
occasion, it is also one 
marked with solemnity 
as we recognise the lives 
and deaths of our fallen 
comrades.”
